This law, passed by 
the last legislature, authorizes towns, 
cities and villages to tax every per- 
son engaged in the sale of alcoholic 
beverages, and it has been estimated 
that the law will yield a revenue of 
$2,000,000 annually. The legisla- 
ture which passed the law bad a Ee- 
publican majority, aud the recent 
Republican state convention en- 
dorsed it in its platform. The Dem- 
ocratic press and speakers, on the 
other hand, oppose the law, and have 
bnildod strong hopes of success next 
fall upon their attitude of opposition, 
claiming it to be an unconstitutional 
statute.

The report ,iao ahows thai 
there are 131 joint stock "ompanies ot 
other States, doing business it this state, 
and three mutual companies Of other 
States; also 31 foreign company wjt}, 
branch offices in the United States, '-t^eeo 
companies entire, including the Ilium,, 
corporations, own property to the vale e 
of $43,115,624.88; have cash on hand to 
the amount ot $12,773,345.41, and totiil 
assets of $178,915,348.26. The statement 
of liabilities shows the aggregate amount 
to be $122,736,728.99; the surplus as re- 
gards policy holders, $116,068,402.07.— 
The total losses reported paid by the 
companies, was $48,550,571.55, and the 
aggregate expenditure*, $82,453,769.40. 
Last year the losses paid were $2,038-, 
036.89; the premiums received, $7,190,- 
878.79; and estimated expenses, $4,09(S,- 
276.36; leaving the profits, $3,113,451.43, 
including $18,849.06 accredited as loans. 
The report gives in detail the condition 
of each company doing business in Illi- 
nois. It is a valuable publication, and is 
quite elaborate, embracing 450 pages.

Destruction Along the 


Mississippi River. 


The Business Outlook 


Improving. 


ST. Louis, June 27.—Advices from 


Chester, Randolph county, Bay that 
St. Mary's Levee, about opposite 
that point, in Missouri, broke Sun- 
day night and the St. Mary's bot- 
tom, a large wheat raising region, is 
nearly all flooded. It is said that 
20,000 acres of wheat are under wa- 
ter on thia bottom. From Chester 
to Grand Tower, southwest, on tie 
Illinois aide, a distance of 25 miles, 
with an average width of 10 miles, 
embracing an area of 250 milee, 
nearly all is submerged and the crops 
destroyed, entailing great loss. To 
the north of Chester, nearly all the 
way to St. Louis, the bottom is said 
to be inundated, except here aud 
there a high ridge which is out of 
water. 


Information from all this region is 


of a general, rather than specific 
character, but it is safe to say that, 
if all these bottoms are deluged as 
stated, thousands of families are 
either living in flooded houses or 
have fled to the bluffs for safety, and 
that the loss to crops and general 
farm property is almost incalculable. 


The American bottom 
extends 


from Alton to Cairo, something over 
200 miles, a large part of which is 
pretty thickly settled. All this great 
tract is subject to overflow in fresh- 
ets like the present, and it can be 
readily imagined that the loss of 
property and the distress and misery 
brought upon the inhabitants must 
be immense. 


The town of St. Mary's on the 


Missouri side of the river, is partly 
submerged and Kaskaskia, on the 
Illinois side, is to be abandoned, the 
people there having sent to Chester 
for a steamboat to carry them away. 
The levee three miles above Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., about fifty miles 
above Cairo, and another at Price's 
Landing, 25 miles farther down the 
river, broke Monday night and let a 
large volume of water rush over the 
bottom. Other points on both sides 
of the river below here, particularly 
on the Illinois side, are in about the 
same condition as above described, 
aud it may be said that pretty much 
all the bottom land between here and 
Cairo has more or less water on it. 


There is reason to believe the river 


is falling slowly, and that a gradual 
suspension of the flood will now take 
place. The situation at East Louis 
presents no notable change. From 
Brooklyn and Venice northward to 
Newport, Nameoki and 
Mitchell, 


there is to be seen only a broad ex- 
panse of water aud the scene is one 
of desolation and ruin. 
Three- 


fourths of Brooklyn and nearly all 
of Venice are under water. In East 
St. Louis all the lowland is inundat- 
ed to a depth varying from 10 to 20 
feet, and a hundred houses havo the 
lower Iloor flooded and many of them 
their second storiea. South of the 
city the entire bottom for an indefi- 
nite distance, including tho villages 
of East Oarondolet, Cahokia aud 
other smail hamlets are submerged. 
The story of destruction and loss 
cannot be told for some time, and ail 
approximate estimate of the extent 
of the disaster can only be conject 
ured. 


KANSAS CITV, Mo., June 26.—Ai 


11 o'clock the river was twenty-three 
feet seven inches above low water 
mark, and about an inch higher than 
last midnight, and thirteen inches 
above the guage Sunday night. 
It 


is now nearly stationary, but the in- 
dications are that it will continue 
slowly to advance. Sis inches more 
will start water over the east bot 
toms and West Kansas City, and the 
people in those suburbs are watch- 
ful. 
The Kaw is very high, and re- 


ported still rising. The water is 
now two feet ten inches below the 
flood of 1881, and as yet has nol 
occasioned serious damage about the 
city, bnt if the present conditions 
continue the rise will soon compel a 
movement of the people along the 
outskirts of the low lying suburbs. 
There is no especial change in the 
situation regarding trains. 
Addi- 


tional breaks stopped the Missouri 
Pacific north last night, but it is 
thought they will be able to arrange 
for a train through to day. 


Dispatches received to-day state 


that the river has risen six inches at 
Sioux City in the past twenty-four 
hours; has risen three, inches at 
Leavenworth, and was stationary at 
St. Joseph, 


ST. PAUL, Minn, June 26.—A Bis- 


marck special to the Tribune from 
Little Missouri, says Count Demores 
who has recently opened ope of the 
largest cattle and sheep ranches in 
the west, expending $1,000,000, re- 
cently had a difficulty with an out- 
law named O'Donnell, the leader of 
a band of desperadoes. Last night 
the Count's house was surrounded 
and his life threatened. The sheriff 
left Bismarck with a posse for the 
scene of trouble. O'Donnell says he 
will kill the count on sight. 


NEW YOBK, June 26,—The Tribune 


in its weekly commercial and finan- 
cial review says: "There has been a 
perceptible improvement in some 
branches of business. The collapse 
of powerful speculative combinations 
has been followed by an increase of 
legitimate transactions in grain and 
hog products. The market for iron 
has grown stronger, with a larger 
demand from consumers, and many 
believe that the turning point has at 
last been reached, though they do 
not Jook for an immediate advance 


in prices. 
Official eoal statistics 


show that the stocks on hand have 
been diminished since May 1, and 
the leading companies believe that 
the demand which has sprang up 
within the past two weeks will ena- 
ble them to return to full-time pro- 
duction soon after July 1. The se- 
vere floods at the west are doing 
much damage near St. Louis, bnt 
the mischief is confined as yet to a 
comparatively narrow area." 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 26.—The out- 


look for corn is bad, particularly on 
low ground. 
The recent heavy rains 


have done much damage to small 
grain as well as corn. Oats have 
grown too rank, and are lodged bad- 
ly. 
Continuous warm weather is 


needed to insure a good crop of corn 
in this state. 


A single case of sun-stroke has 


occurred in this city. Henry Wolfe, 
a laborer, is the victim. During the 
heat of the day he fell in the street 
in a swoon. He will probably not 
recover.

It is doubted that Great Britain's list of 


millionaires is much longer to-day than the 
American list A peculiarity of wealth in 
Great Britain is that no one's personal prop- 
erty is large enough to render him at all com- 
parable in point of riches with the great hold- 
ers of landed property, while in this country, 
as a rule, tho richest men have more bonds 
and stocks and other personal property than 
landed possessions.
